Which counsel for Deal asked should 
be given the Jury, and which the 
court refused to give, were as fol- ;

About 200 laborers ore employed by 
the City, so that the saving would 
amount to approximately $.S 0 h day. 

Fight Reduction*. 

^Aldermen Robert Dewar and E. S.

At the present rate of $4 a day a 
laborer cannot make more rhan $95 
a month.

chief Justice Macdonald, in giving 
judgment, said: 

The Municipal Act coabl«* munici¬ 
palities to pas* by-laws for the res- 
ulntton and prohibition of horsa 
racing within the municipality.

The Federal Position 

Putting it in the strongest way for 
the appellant, the question may 
therefore be dealt with upon the foot¬ 
ing that the Dominion may have 
power to deal with horse-racing if 
R should become necessary to do *« 
in the interest of the "peace, ftwbr 
and good government of Canada, but 
that in the absence of Dominion 
legislation the Province may effect¬ 
ually legislate upon It under Its pow¬ 
ers to do so. as being a matter of 
"a merely local or private nature !■ 
the Province." 

If then there be no diatinctiogLbe- 
tween the character of th© one bub- 
Ject ami that of the other, between 
home racing end transact lone In In¬ 
toxicating liquor, it must. I think, 
follow that the decisions referred to 
above are authoritative upon the pre¬ 
sent appeal. 

Subject* Inseparable. 

In "Re Race Track* and Betting." 
49 O. L H.. 338, in the Ontario Court 
of Appeal. Meredith. C. J. C. P„ 
thought that home-racing and bet¬ 
ting were one subject, or so insepar¬ 
able that in the eye of the law they 
must h© regarded aa being one-sub¬ 
ject, but with respect. I cannot tak* 
that view of it. nor do I agree with 
Middleton and I^nnox. JJ.. that ll 
falla within "Criminal Law." Tho 
cases in the Privy Council to which 
1 have referred above appear to me 
to Indicate that the subject is one 
upon which the Provincial legisla¬ 
ture may legislate, snd that such 
legislation Is operative until Parlia¬ 
ment haa tffactually legislated la a 
manner repugnant to It. assuming 
that it has that power Parliament. 

I think, has never legislated against 
horse-racing, though It has against 
certain forms of betting upon horse¬ 
races. 

On the second branch of the ap¬ 
peal. that is to say. that the Legis¬ 
lature had no right to delegate lift 
power to prohibit horee-raring. I do 
not agree with appellant's submis¬ 
sion. The section of the statute In 
question In the Attorney-General for 
Ontario v. Attorney-General for 
Canada, supra, waa one delegating au¬ 
thority to local bodies to prohibit 
traffic In intoxicating liquor and it 
waa held to bo within the powers of 
the Province. The by-law should be 
sustained. 

Mr. Justice Martin. In his Judg¬ 
ment, says:

“On matters of policy*it Is always 
good business for candidate* to talk 
economy. I think we are practising 
economy now. the Gordon' Head 
waterworks Is an instance of it,” said 
Reeve W'atson. “It has been sug¬ 
gested we recorganise the Work* De¬ 
partment. we have heard the same 
try at election time every year for 
ten years. 1 think jre are doing very i 
well, with 935.90S we have kept up 
nearly 300 mile* of road«. while tho 
engineers of the Rtate of Washing¬ 
ton *et the cost at 91.000 per mile. 

“There has been a suggestion to 
put 4he wage scale on a sliding hnsia. 

1 think It unfair to have made so 
much of an effort l«> help the farm¬ 
er*. I am no believer in low wages, 
but every day last Summer men were 
camping on my doorstep seeking 
work, this showing little real dis¬ 
satisfaction among the men and no 
lack of labor consequent upon the 
reduction.” 

“When you farther were getting 
good prices I raised wages, and |f you 
again enjoy better returns I shall be 
^he firgt to move for a higher scale. 

Hit Position. 

“Why am I seeking another term? 

I am not. hut so many friends urgfed 
me to run I decided to stand agaltv,” 
said the Reeve. “The men,who havo. 
been Reeve* of this municipality In 
its seventeen -years have spent most 
of their lives in Raanich. 1 believe I 
can he of use to the municipality, 
and save you thousands nr dollars, 
partly with the aid of others, partly 
by my own effort*.
